IN  0-0  SCORES 

Decisions  in  Senior-Freshman  and  Junion-Sopho 
more  Football  Games  Made  on 
Gain  In  Yardage 


Campus,  Feb.  11— In  one  <»f  the 
hardest  fought  inter-class  games  ev- 
er pulled  off  on  the  local  campus, 
the  Seniors  defealed  the  Freshmen 
195  1-2  yards  to  169  yards;  as  neith- 
er team  scored  the  winner  had  to 
be  determined  by  the  number  of 
yards  gained.  'the  Freshmen 
fought  pluckily  throughout  the  con- 
test against  their  more  experienced 
opponents,  the  work  of  their  back- 
field  being  especially  noticeable. 
The  line  of  the  Seniors  was  much 
superior  to  that  of  the  Freshmen 
and  it  was  probably  due  to  this  fact 
that  the  Seniors  were  returned  the 
victors. 

"Major"  Gibson  played  into  the 
stellar  role  of  the  game,  he  rarely 
ever  failed  to  gain  when  he  carried 
the  ball  and  time  after  time  he 
would  rip  up  the  Freshies  line  for 
substantial  gains. 

Harrison  at  half-back  also  did 
good  work  for  the  Seniors  and  the 
punting  of  Pearce  was  good.  Among 
the  Senior  linemen,  the  work  of 
Howie,  Campbell,  Rhinehart  and 
Howe  was  the  most  noticeable. 

For  the  Freshmen  Storey  was  the 
stellar  performer,  this  lad  rarely 
ever  failed  to  nail  his  man.  Mar- 
tin, Brown  and  Davis  did  good 
work  in  the  backfield,  the  playing 
of  Martin  being  especially  notice- 
able. Nichols  at  guard  and  Saun- 
ders at  end  played  well  at  times.

Campus,  Feb  13. — The  second  in- 
ter-class game  of  the  season  result- 
ed in  another  scoreless  tie,  but  the 
Sophs  were  declared  the  winners  in 
number  of  yards  gained,  the  final 
count  being  132  yards  for  the  Soph- 
omores against  1(10  1-2  yards  gained 
by  the  Juniors.  The  Sophomores 
started  off  with  a  rush  in  the  first 
quarter,  working  the  ball  down  to 
the  2-yard  line,  when  a  costly  fum- 
ble ruined  their  chances  for  a 
touchdown.  The  game  was  marred 
by  frequent  fumbling  on  both  sides 
and  to  this  it  was  largely  due  that 
no  scoring  was  done.  The  game 
was  hotly  contested  from  start  to 
finish,  every  man  fighting  his  best. 
The  result  of  the  game  leaves  the 
championship  to  either  the  Seniors 
or  Sophs  and  this  will  be  decided 
on  the  22nd. 

To  "Bill"  Stickney  goes  the 
lion's  share  of  credit  for  the 
victory  of  the  "corporals,"  the 
hefty  fullback  plowing  through 
the  line  for  gain  after  gain.  Mc- 
Lemore  at  half  also  made  some 
good  gains  and  he  was  closely  fol- 
lowed by  Blanchard  and  Burroughs. 
Stratford  played  a  steady  game  at 
quarter.
